Murder 
Charges 
Pending 


The investigation is continuing into 
a double murder which took the lives 
of two men east of Plano late Saturday 
night, according to Chief Deputy 
Boyce Abbott of the Collin County 
Sheriff’s Dept. 
Dead are 35-year-old Kenneth 
Avery of Garland and 21-year-old 
Lynn Studds of Lake Jackson in what 
the Sheriff’s Dept, pictures as drug- 
related killings. 
In custody are two suspects—both in 
their early 20’s—from the Lake 
Jackson area. Charges still have not 
been filed on the pair, but are due this 
week, Abbott said. 
The shootings came to light early 
Sunday morning when one of the 
suspects walked into the Plano Police 
Dept. and told officers he had a 
shooting victim in the car. The victim, 
Avery, was pronounced dead at the 
scene by a peace justice.

million in total valuations—resulting 
in a loss of some $350,000 in an­ 
ticipated county tax revenues

American Homes Go Green 


Many Homemakers Decorate With Plants

three houseplants in her 
threebedroom cottage in the 
summer of 1975 when her 
two 10-yearold nieces came 
to visit.

tropical plants. 
The boom is not limited to 
houses. A secretary in New 
York City keeps 35 plants in 
her studio apartment (one 
large room, bath and kit­ 
chen)

houseplanl owners who are 
inveterate traders 


A recent survey for a year- 
old gardening magazine 
came up with equally im­ 
pressive figures: projected 
to represent the United 
States population, the study 
indicates 44.5 million of the 
c o u n try ’s 
69.4 m illion 
households shelter three or 
more plants indoors. A few 
million others have one or 
two plants — not enough, at 
least for survey purposes, to 
be classed as serious indoor 
gardeners 
The survey was made by 
the W R. Simmons Co. for 
Popular Gardening Indoors, 
launched last September as 
a quarterly with combined 
newsstand and subscription 
circulation of 75,000 Within 
a year, the circulation 
reached 200,000 


In an interview. Arnold J. 
Gluskin, direc’or of research 
and market planning for 
CBS Publications, said it will 
be increased to 300,000 for 
the first issue of 1977, when 
the magazine will go to six- 
times-ayear publication. A 
fifth issue was added this 
year. 
Gluskin said the survey 
re a c h e d 
6 9 .3 -m illio n 
respondents at all income 
levels. 
It indicated most 
indoor gardening was done 
in households whose incomes 
ranged from $10,000 to 
$14,999 and $15,000 to $19,999 
a year - 20.4 per cent in the 
first instance, and 15.2 per 
cent in the second. But a

cent with less than $3,000 a 
year also keep three or more 
houseplants.

“ If the ornament is pulled, 
caught or yanked, which can 
happen in any number of 
ways, it is virtually certain 
that injury to the ear will 
result. As presently designed 
the danger is inherent in the 
product."

Wood Permits 


Lake Lavon Report 


BY ( HARLES SCREETON 
Reservoir Manager 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers at Lavon Reservoir is 
now issuing wood cutting permits which will allow the cut­ 
ting of fire wood on Lake Lavon beginning Oct. I, 1976. Any 
one who plans to cut fire wood for their own use m ust contact 
the project headquarters located at the Dam about four 
miles northeast of Wylie. 
Wood cutting for commercial sales or selling will not be 
allowed. Only wood cutting for personal home use will be 
permitted. There will be two areas designated for wood 
cutting in what is now lake bottom which is presently dry 
because of lack of rain. Each permit will be issued without 
charge and will have an attached lake brochure showing the 
boundries of the two cutting areas. Anyone cutting wood 
without a permit or in an un-approved area will be cited by 
Rangers to appear before the Federal Magistrate. 


Three cam per areas with trailer hook-ups and cam per 
service buildings are still open for public camping without 
charge. The three areas are East Fork, Collin, and Little 
Ridge Parks. Fees for use of these three cam per areas will 
not be charged until June of next year. 
Since we still have not had major rains in the Lavon water 
shed area up north, the lake is still about 25 feet low. This 
results in boat ram ps being unusable except for small fishing 
boats which can be loaded or unloaded at Avalon Park 
provided caution is used. 


In an effort to improve public information and knowledge 
of this area, it is planned to establish an interpretive center 
at the Project Headquarters building. Anyone who has any 
type of relic, antique, historical research data, indian a r­ 
tifacts, stuffed animals, or other items that they would be 
willing to donate would be appreciated. 
Each donated item will be on display with an in­ 
formational card showing pertinent information of the item 
and the name of the person who donated it. We would be most 
happy to pick up your donated items.
